The States in North Ameriea which Con- 
fe‘erated to establish their inde pendence 
from the Government of Great Britain, of 
Which Virginia was one, beeame, on that ac- 
quisition, free and independent States, and, 
as such, authorized to constitute Gove rn- 
ments, each for its If, in such form a3 it 
ought best. 

They entered into a compact (which is 
called the Constitution of the United States 
of America) by which they agreed to unite 
in asingle Government as to their relations 
With each other and with foreign nations, 
aniaa to certain other articles particularly 
epeciticd. They retained at the same time, 
each to itself, the other rizhts of inde yendent 
Government, comprehending mainly their 
domestic interests. 

For the administration of their federal 
branch, they agreed to appoint, in conjune- 
tion, a distinct set of functionaries, legislative, 
executive and judiciary, in the manner settled 
in that compact - while to each, severally 
of course, remained jts original right of ap- 
pointing, each for itself, ase a fune- 
tionaries, legisiatire, executive and judiciary ; 
also for administering the domestic ch of 
their respective governments.

The Supreme Court of the United States 
lately rendered a decisiva, in which the Cour! 
declared to be null and void, certain legal 
proceedings taken before a court in Memphis 
in 1863, while that city was in possession of 
the U. 8. troops, against one Thomas A. Nel. 
son, a citizen of that place, but then a resident 
within the lines of the Confederate army. 

It was pronounced by Mr. Justice Bradley, 
all the Judges concurring except Chief Jus 
tice Chase, who was abseut. 

It will be observed that by this decision no 
sale of property, mortgaged or not m rigaged, 
belonging to absent Confederates, made by 
virtue of a decree of any court within any 
place held by the forces of the United States, 
conveyed any title to the purchaser thereof. 
All such sales and proceedings are null and 
void, and the property must be delivered 
back to the owncr thereof, provided he was a 
resident in the Confederacy and adhered to 
the Confederate States Government, and thus 
unable to appear in court in his own defense.
